WONDERFUL NATION, 
A WONDERFUL 
FLAG 
June 14, 1777 was just another day in a dreary 
series for the new United States. 
The war 
did not go well: the British were about to in­ 
vade the colonies from Canada by way 
of 
Lake Champlain. There had been few victories 
for the Continental Army. Trenton and Prince­ 
ton had done little to stem the tide. 
In Philadelphia, the routine was reflected 
in the actions of Congress. There were debts 
to be paid, and there were other small mat­ 
ters that needed attention. 
The Congress appropriated money for several 
militia companies, then authorized the Marine 
Committee to do something with colonial ships 
on the Delaware in the event the British ap­ 
peared “on said river.” 
Amid other marine matters, the representa­ 
tives passed a one sentence resolution, without 
explanation or introduction. It said: 
“RESOLVED: that the flag of the United States 
be made of thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white; that the union be thirteen stars, white 
in a blue field, representing a new constella­ 
tion.” 
Congress then suspended Captain John Roach, 
commander of the Ranger, because he was 
“of doubtful character,” and gave the captaincy 
of the Ranger to a John Paul Jones. With this 
and other matters decided, Congress adjourned 
until the following Monday. Some historians 
believe that the flag resolution - being sand­ 
wiched between matters of the Marine Com­ 
mittee - was proposed by this committee. 
In passing the resolution, Congress intended 
that the Grand Union flag not be used by its 
army. The Grand Union displayed the crosses 
of St. Andrews and St. George and thirteen 
white and red stripes (the six white stripes 
had been imposed on the red field of the 
British Red Meteor flag). 
The resolution 
thus removed the stigma of the crosses which 
had long been symbolic of ties with 
Great 
Britain. 
The flag resolution may have removed 
a 
stigma, but it created doubts about flag de­ 
sign. 
There were no instructions as to the 
specific arrangement of the stars, or about 
the size of the stars and stripes. 
As a 
r 
file of uniformity. — 
Many variations of the flag appeared on land 
and sea during the Revolution. None, however, 
was supplied by the government. 
Congress 
did not officially supply the army 
with the 
true standard until 1783, after the Revolution 
was over. 
Historian B. J. Cigrand says the Stars and 
Stripes was flown for the first time over 
American troops under fire on Aug. 3, 1777. 
Col. Peter Gansevoort, with a garrison 
of 
600 men, was in command of Fort Schuyler, 
formerly Fort Stanwix, when it was besieged 
by the British. On Aug. 2, reinforcements of 
200 men of the 9th Massachusetts Regiment 
under Lieutenant Colonel Mellon reached Fort 
Schuyler with ammunition and supplies. They 
brought word of the new flag. 
The following day the Stars and Stripes was 
raised over the walls of the fort; the white 
stripes had been fashioned from a soldier’s 
ammunition shirt, the red was from the petti­ 
coat of a soldier’s wife, and the blue was from 
a cloak which Capt. Abraham Swartout had 
taken from the British at Peekskill. The story 
is authenticated by a letter written by Captain 
Swartout to Colonel Gansevoort in which he 
requested authorization to draw on the army 
quartermaster stores to replace the material 
taken for the flag. 
There is a theory, not supported by docu­ 
mentary evidence, that John Paul Jones was 
the first man to raise the Stars and Stripes. 
Shortly after the flag resolution was passed, 
Jones proceeded to Portsmouth, N. H., where, 
at his request, a group of girls gathered to­ 
gether in a “flag bee” and 
fashioned an 
ensign for him. He is said to have raised it 
aboard the Ranger on July 4, 1777. 
The first sea action of the Stars and Stripes 
took place on Sept. 4, 1777. 
Capt. Thomas 
Thompson, in command of both the Raleigh and 
the Alfred, took the British vessel, Nancy, 
after she had dropped behind the Windward 
Island fleet, of which she was a part. After 
overtaking the remainder of the fleet, the 
Raleigh was able to run in close to the commo­ 
dore’s ship, utilizing the Nancy’s coded signal 
book. At close range she ran up the Continental 
Colors, ran out her guns, hulled the British 
ship with the first broadside, and shattered her 
figging with the second before being driven off 
by superior forces. 
On Feb. 13, 1778, Paul Jones, in command of 
the Hanger and the Independence, stood off 
Quiberon Bay, near Lorient, France. Jones 
was determined to receive an official salute 
for the American flag from the French admiral, 
LaMotte Picquet, who was in command of the 
fleet inside the bay. 
The admiral sent word 
that, since Jones was the senior American 
Continental officer in European waters, Picquet 
would return the same salute he was authorized 
to give the admiral of any republic; four guns 


gun for gun and waited until Feb. 14 in order 
to verify Picquet’s answer. 
Finally satisfied, 
he sailed in, fired a 13-gun salute, and received 
nine. 
This was the first foreign salute given 
the Stars and Stripes. 
The story of Betsy Ross and her connection 
with the first American flag has become 
a 
tradition. 
According to the classic story, 
Betsy Ross, a young Philadelphia widow who 
supported herself and children by her excellent 
needlework, received a visit from Washington, 
Robert Morris, and George Ross, her deceased 
husband’s uncle. They described a flag and asked 
if she could make one for them. She agreed 
to accept the job but recommended that five- 
pointed rather than six-pointed stars be used. 
This first flag is said to have been made almost 
a full year before the congressional resolution 
of June 14, 1777. 
There are no written reports or records to 
verify the theory, and it is supported entirely 
by stories handed down by word of mouth from 
the direct descendants of Mrs. Ross. 
If the 
story cannot be proved to the satisfaction of 
the historians, neither can it be conclusively 
disapproved, historian Cigrand believes. 
Many historians agree that one Francis Hop- 
kinson was more responsible for the flag de­ 
sign than any other person. He was a delegate 
to the Continental Congress from New Jersey, 
a member of the Marine Committee, and a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
In 1779, 
he sent a bill to the Board of the Admiralty 
for “A Great Seal for the United States of 
America, with a Reverse, A Seal for the Board 
of the Admiralty, and The flag of the United 
States of America.” 
His request was turned down, and the report 
states that he “was not the only person con­ 
sulted” in formulating the designs, and that he 
therefore did not deserve full payment. 
In 1794, the flag was officially altered to con­ 
sist of 15 stripes alternate red and white and 
15 stars arranged in five rows of three each. 
It remained unchanged until 1818, when it re­ 
verted to the original 13 stripes but provided 
for each state in the Union to be represented 
by a star on the union of the flag.

In matters of sex, words 
and conduct must be pure and 
honorable. 
Help your neighbor to Im­ 
prove and protect his prop­ 
erty and his means of making 
a living. 
Defend y o u r neighbor, 


speak well of him and explain 
his actions in the kindest way. 
To snub or ignore these is 
to end in that typical pose of 
our time, “I’ve not done any­ 
thing w o r s e than anyone 
else. 
That’s when the old truism 
is obvious, “A good conscience 
is the invention of the devil.” 
All of this leaps out of an 
ancient setting and into the 
items of this newspaper.

Both tables 
indicate that, in 
almost all instances, a higher le­ 
vel of education is associated with 
regular readership of a larger 
number of newspapers and maga­ 
zines. The relatively high per­ 
centages of people whose formal 
education did not extend beyond 
grade school who also tail to read 
newspapers and magazines (22 
percent and 50 percent) hints at 


the functional 
illiteracy of a 
large segment of Missouri pop- 
ulance. (32 percent of the total 
adult sample were in the “grade 


school" category.) To be sure, 
this does not 
guarantee that 
those with greater exposure te 
the written word will be 
more 
well-informed. It may mean sim- 
tdy that more highly - educated 
people find reading to be more 
entertaining than listening and 
watching. 
Certainly the reverse is true 
at the lower end of the educa­ 
tional ladder. The lower the 
education, generally, the greater 
the number of hours spent watch­ 
ing television. This can be seen 
in Table 3.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - 
The 
board of trustees of the Univer­ 
sity of Kansas City has been or­ 
dered to turn over all assets of 
trusts willed by Miss Lena Haag 
to the University to curators of 
the University of Missouri. 
The ruling was 
handed down 
Tuesday by Judge Harr A. Hall 
of the Jackson County Circuit 
Court in a declaratory judgment 
suit. 
Miss Haag died July 15, 1951 
and her will set up a trust fund 
of $100%000 to be called 
the 
“ Lena Haag Fund for Deserv­ 
ing Students." Income from the 
fund Is to be used for loans to 
needy and deserving students of 
the University of Kansas City, 
After her death, however, the 
university became a branch of 
the University of Missouri. 
The question before the court, 
Judge Hall said, was whether the 
University of 
Kansas 
city 
ceased to exist within terms of 
the will, which would have al­ 
lowed Park College to benefit 
from such a change. 
The action of Miss Haag dur­ 
ing her lifetime and the word­ 
ing of the will “clearly indicate 
that her interest was in the uni­ 
versity continuing as an educa­ 
tional institution rather than its 


particular corporate name or 
whether it received its financial 
support from public or private 
funds," the Judge ruled. 
He said the school “ as she 
knew it continued to exist after 
the transfer the same as be­ 
fore," and he ruled that the ed­ 
ucational institution named In 
the will continues to exist with­ 
in the meaning of the will. 
The will also set up the Lena 
Haag endowment fund for the 
University of Kansas City “with 
Income to be used to establish 
and maintain teaching chairs In 
some departments to be known 
as the Lena Haag chairs. Also, 
$500,000 was donated for the 
school's liberal arts building to 
be named Haag Hall as a me­ 
morial to her parents and her­ 
self.

The Missouri Senate has settled 
on $7,200 a year for the legis­ 
lative pay scale compared with 
the present $4,800. 
The House voted for $9,000 
with a bonus for the speaker, 
whose salary would have been 
the same as the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor, now $12,000. 
But the Senate went back to 
its original $7,200 figure and cut 
out the extra money for the 
speaker so the bill must return 
to the House for final action. 
Meanwhile a bill to ban wire­ 
tapping or other electronic sno­ 
oping appeared dead for this 
session. It was scheduled for a 
House committee hearing Tues­ 
day night but the sponsor failed 
to appear.

NEW YORK'S FIRST 
SKYSCRAPER 
In the 
acute - angled triangle 
made by the scissors-like inter­ 
section of Broadway and Fifth 
Avenue at 23rd Street in mid­ 
town Manhattan stands what was 
known during its first years as 
“ the world’s most famous sky­ 
scrap er" — the Flatiron Build­ 
ing. 
Completed in 1902 under the di­ 
rection of Chicago-based Daniel 
Burnham on a site aptly described 
at the time as “ a stingy piece of 
p ie", the 21-story building sinks 
its foundations 35 feet below 
ground and rises to a height of 


307 feet. 
Pointing northward, 
it presents an edge almost as 
sharp as the bow of a ship at 
what tradition says is the wind­ 
iest corner of the city. 
F irst of its kind in New York, 
the building contains 3,680 tons of 
structural 
steel 
— 
with 
its 
masonry walls and its individual 
floors supported by its then "new 
styli*"

frame. 
It 
was 
described at the time of its ded­ 
ication as "Capable of sheltering 
1700 office workers, or more 
than the population of a respect­ 
able suburban village." 


The Architectural Record of 
Octol>er 1902 granted grudingly 
that the Flatiron Building 
was 
"quite the most notorious thing 
in New York," attracting "m ore 
attention than all the other build­ 
ings now going up put together." 


Another observer of the day 
noted; 
"The Flatiron Building 
facing Madison Square is dis­ 
tinctly responsible for a new form 
of hurricane, which meets unsus­ 
pecting pedestrians as they reach 
the com er, causing them extreme 
discomfort. Loafers congregate 
upon the curb to gloat over the 
d istress of ladies whose skirts 
are blown into their eyes as they 
round the treacherous corner," 
Recently modernized to meet 
today’s comfort, efficiency, and

demands 
within 
its 
walls, the Flatiron Building is to­ 
day the grand old lady of New 
York skyscrapers — still going 
and blowing strong.

A 
WONDERFUL 
NATION, 
A WONDERFUL 
FLAG 
June 14, 1777 was just another day in a dreary 
series for the new United States. 
The war 
did not go well: 
the British were about to in­ 
vade the colonies from Canada by way 
of 
Lake Champlain. There had been few victories 
for the Continental Army. Trenton and Prince­ 
ton had done little to stem the tide. 
In Philadelphia, the routine was reflected 
in the actions of Congress. There were debts 
to be paid, and there were other small mat­ 
ters that needed attention. 
The Congress appropriated money for several 
militia companies, then authorized the Marine 
Committee to do something with colonial ships 
on the Delaware in the event the British ap­ 
peared “on said river.” 
Amid other marine matters, the representa­ 
tives passed a one sentence resolution, without 
explanation or introduction. It said: 
“RESOLVED: that the flag of the United States 
be made of thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white; that the union be thirteen stars, white 
in a blue field, representing a new constella­ 
tion. ” 
Congress then suspended Captain John Roach, 
commander of the Ranger, because he was 
“of doubtful character,** and gave the captaincy 
of the Ranger to a John Paul Jones. With this 
and other matters decided, Congress adjourned 
until the following Monday. 
Some historians 
believe that the flag resolution - being sand­ 
wiched between matters of the Marine Com­ 
mittee - was proposed by this committee. 
In passing the resolution, Congress intended 
that the Grand Union flag not be used by its 
army. 
The Grand Union displayed the crosses 
of St. Andrews and St. George and thirteen 
white and red stripes (the six white stripes 
had been imposed on the red field of the 
British Red Meteor flag). 
The resolution 
thus removed the stigma of the crosses which 
had long been symbolic of ties with 
Great 
Britain. 
The flag resolution may have removed 
a 
stigma, but it created doubts about flag de­ 
sign. 
There were no instructions as to the 
specific arrangement of the stars, or about 
the size of the stars and stripes. 
As 
a 
result, seamstresses improvised at the sacri­ 
fice of uniformity. 
Many variations of the flag appeared on land 
and sea during the Revolution. None, however, 
was supplied by the government. 
Congress 
did not officially supply the army 
with the 
true standard until 1783, after the Revolution 
was over. 
Historian B. J. Cigrand says the Stars and 
Stripes was flown for the first time over 
American troops under fire on Aug. 3, 1777. 
Col. Peter Gansevoort, with a garrison 
of 
600 men, was in command of Fort Schuyler, 
formerly Fort Stanwix, when it was besieged 
by the British. On Aug. 2, reinforcements of 
200 men of the 9th Massachusetts Regiment 
under Lieutenant Colonel Mellon reached Fort 
Schuyler with ammunition and supplies. They 
brought word of the new flag. 
The following day the Stars and Stripes was 
raised over the walls of the fort; the white 
stripes had been fashioned from a soldier’s 
ammunition shirt, the red was from the petti­ 
coat of a soldier’s wife, and the blue was from 
a cloak which Capt. Abraham Swartout had 
taken from the British at Peekskill. The story 
is authenticated by a letter written by Captain 
Swartout to Colonel Gansevoort in which 
he 
requested authorization to draw on the army 
quartermaster stores to replace the material 
taken for the flag. 
There is a theory, not supported by docu­ 
mentary evidence, that John Paul Jones was 
the first man to raise the Stars and Stripes. 
Shortly after the flag resolution was passed, 
Jones proceeded to Portsmouth, N. H., where, 
at his request, a group of girls gathered to­ 
gether in a “flag bee’’ and 
fashioned 
an 
ensign for him. He is said to have raised it 
aboard the Ranger on July 4, 1777. 
The first sea action of the Stars and Stripes 
took place on Sept. 4, 1777. 
Capt. Thomas 
Thompson, in command of both the Raleigh and 
the Alfred, took the British vessel, Nancy, 
after she had dropped behind the Windward 
Island fleet, of which she was a part. After 
overtaking the remainder of the fleet, the 
Raleigh was able to run in close to the commo­ 
dore’s ship, utilizing the Nancy’s coded signal 
book. At close range she ran up the Continental 
Colors, ran out her guns, hulled the British 
ship with the first broadside, and shattered her 
the second before being driven off 
by superior forces. 
On Feb. 13, 1778, Paul Jones, in command of 
the Ranger and the Independence, stood off 
Quiberon Bay, near Lorient, France. 
Jones 
was determined to receive an official 
salute 
for the American flag from the French admiral, 
LaMotte Piequet, who was in command of the 
fleet inside the bay. 
The admiral sent 
w ord 
that, since Jones was the senior American 
Continental officer in European waters, Piequet 
would return the same salute he was authorized 
to give the 
admiral of any republic; four guns 
leae than the salute first rendered. Jones wanted 


gun for gun and waited until Feb. 14 in order 
to verify Piequet*s answer. 
Finally satisfied, 
he sailed in, fired a 13-gun salute, and received 
nine. 
This was the first foreign salute given 
the Stars and Stripes. 
The story of Betsy Ross and her connection 
with the first American flag has become 
a 
tradition. 
According to the classic story, 
Betsy Ross, a young Philadelphia widow who 
supported herself and children by her excellent 
needlework, received a visit from Washington, 
Robert Morris, and George Ross, her deceased 
husband’s uncle. They described a flag and asked 
if she could make one for them. 
She agreed 
to accept the job but recommended that five- 
pointed rather than six-pointed stars be used. 
This first flag is said to have been made almost 
a full year before the congressional resolution 
of June 14, 1777. 
There are no written reports or records to 
verify the theory, and it is supported entirely 
by stories handed down by word of mouth from 
the direct descendants of Mrs. Ross. 
If the 
story cannot be proved to the 
satisfaction of 
the historians, neither can it be conclusively 
disapproved, historian Cigrand believes. 
Many historians agree that one Francis Hop- 
kinson was more responsible for the flag de­ 
sign than any other person. He was a delegate 
to the Continental Congress from New Jersey, 
a member of the Marine Committee, and a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
In 1779, 
he sent a bill to the Board of the Admiralty 
for “A Great Seal for the United States of 
America, with a Reverse, A Seal for the Board 
of the Admiralty, and The flag of the United 
States of America.” 
His request was turned down, and the report 
states that he “was not the only person con­ 
sulted” in formulating the designs, and that he 
therefore did not deserve full payment. 
In 1794, the flag was officially altered to con­ 
sist of 15 stripes alternate red and white and 
15 stars arranged in five rows of three each. 
It remained unchanged until 1818, when it re­ 
verted to the original 13 stripes but provided 
for each state in the Union to be represented 
by a star on the union of the flag.

A 
WONDERFUL 
NATION, 
A WONDERFUL 
FLAG 
June 14, 1777 was Just another day in a dreary 
series for the new' United States. 
The war 
did not go well: 
the British were about to in­ 
vade the colonies from Canada by way 
of 
Lake Champlain. There had been few victories 
for the Continental Army. Trenton and Prince­ 
ton had done little to stem the tide. 
In Philadelphia, the routine was reflected 
in the actions of Congress. There were debts 
to be paid, and there were other small mat­ 
ters that needed attention. 
The Congress appropriated money for several 
militia companies, then authorized the Marine 
Committee to do something with colonial ships 
on the Delaware in the event 
the British ap­ 
peared “on said river." 
Amid other marine matters, the representa­ 
tives passed a one sentence resolution, without 
explanation or introduction. It said: 
“ RESOLVED: that the flag of the United States 
be made of thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white; that the union be thirteen stars, white 
in a blue field, representing a new constella­ 
tion.^" 
Congress then suspended Captain John Roach, 
commander of the Ranger, because he was 
“of doubtful character,*' and gave the captaincy 
of the Ranger to a John Paul Jones. With this 
and other matters decided, Congress adjourned 
until the following Monday. 
Some historians 
believe that the flag resolution - being sand­ 
wiched between matters of the Marine Com­ 
mittee - was proposed by this committee. 
In passing the resolution, Congress intended 
that the Grand Union flag not be used by its 
army. 
The Grand Union displayed the crosses 
of St. Andrews and St. George and thirteen 
white and red stripes (the six white stripes 
had been imposed on the red field of the 
British Red Meteor flag). 
The resolution 
thus removed the stigma of the crosses which 
had long been symbolic of ties with 
Great 
Britain. 
The flag resolution may have removed 
a 
stigma, but it created doubts about flag de­ 
sign. 
There were no instructions as to the 
specific arrangement of the stars, or about 
the size of the stars and stripes. 
As 
a 
result, seamstresses improvised at the sacri­ 
fice of uniformity. 
Many variations of the flag appeared on land 
and sea during the Revolution. None, however, 
was supplied by the government. 
Congress 
did not officially supply the army 
with the 
true standard until 1783, after the Revolution 
was over. 
Historian B. J. Cigrand says the Stars and 
Stripes was flown for the first time over 
American troops under fire on Aug. 3, 1777. 
Col. Peter Gansevoort, with a garrison 
of 
600 men, was in command of Fort Schuyler, 
formerly Fort Stanwix, when it was besieged 
by the British. On Aug. 2, reinforcements of 
200 men of the 9th Massachusetts Regiment 
under Lieutenant Colonel Mellon reached Fort 
Schuyler with ammunition and supplies. They 
brought word of the new flag. 
The following day the Stars and Stripes was 
raised over the walls of the fort; the white 
stripes had been fashioned from a soldier’s 
ammunition shirt, the red was from the petti­ 
coat of a soldier's wife, and the blue was from 
a cloak which Capt. Abraham Swartout had 
taken from the British at Peekskill. The story 
is authenticated by a letter written by Captain 
Swartout to Colonel Gansevoort in which 
he 
requested authorization to draw on the army 
quartermaster stores to replace the material 
taken for the flag. 
There is a theory, not supported by docu­ 
mentary evidence, that John Paul Jones was 
the first man to raise the Stars and Stripes. 
Shortly after the flag resolution was passed, 
Jones proceeded to Portsmouth, N. H., where, 
at his request, a group of girls gathered to­ 
gether in a “flag bee** and 
fashioned 
an 
ensign for him. He is said to have raised it 
aboard the Ranger on July 4, 1777, 
Tile first sea action of the Stars and Stripes 
took place on Sept. 4, 1777, 
Capt. Thomas 
Thompson, in command of both the Raleigh and 
the Alfred, took the British vessel, Nancy, 
after she had dropped behind the Windward 
Island fleet, of which she was a part. After 
overtaking the remainder of the fleet, the 
Raleigh was able to run in close to the commo­ 
dore's ship, utilizing the Nancy's coded signal 
book. At close range she ran up the Continental 
rotors, ran out her guns, hulled the British 
* hip with the first broadside, and shattered her 
Jagging with the second before being driven off 
by superior forces. 
On Feb. 13, 1778, Paul Jones, in command of 
the Ranger and the Independence, stood off 
Quiberon Hay, near Lorient, France. 
Jones 
wa** determined to receive an official 
salute 
for the American flag from the French admiral, 
La Motte Picquet, who was in command of the 
fleet inside the bay. 
The admiral sent 
word 
that, since Jones was the senior American 
Continental officer in European waters, Picquet 
would return the same salute he was authorized 
to give the 
admiral oi any republic; four guns 
lese thun the salute first rendered. Jones wanted 


gun for gun and waited until Feb. 14 in order 
to verify Picquet's answer. 
Finally satisfied, 
he sailed in, fired a 13-gun salute, and received 
nine. 
This was the first foreign salute given 
the Stars and Stripes, 
The story of Betsy Ross and her connection 
with the first American flag has become 
a 
tradition. 
According to the classic story, 
Betsy Ross, a young Philadelphia widow 
who 
supported herself and children by her excellent 
needlework, received a visit from Washington, 
Robert Morris, and George Ross, her deceased 
husband’s uncle. They described a flag and asked 
if she could make one for them. 
She agreed 
to accept the Job but recommended that five- 
pointed rather than six-pointed stars be used. 
This first flag is said to have been made almost 
a full year before the congressional resolution 
of June 14, 1777. 
There are no written reports or records to 
verify the theory, and it is supported entirely 
by stories handed down by word of mouth from 
the direct descendants of Mrs. Ross. 
If the 
story cannot be proved to the 
satisfaction of 
the historians, neither can it be conclusively 
disapproved, historian Cigrand believes. 
Many historians agree that one Francis Hop- 
kinson was more responsible for the flag de­ 
sign than any other person. He was a delegate 
to the Continental Congress from New Jersey, 
a member of the Marine Committee, anda signer 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
In 1779, 
he sent a bill to the Board of the Admiralty 
for “A Great Seal for the United States of 
America, with a Reverse, A Seal for the Board 
of the Admiralty, and The flag of the United 
States of America.'* 
His request was turned down, and the report 
states that he “was not the only person con­ 
sulted*' in formulating the designs, and that he 
therefore did not deserve full payment. 
In 1794, the flag was officially altered to con­ 
sist of 15 stripes alternate red and white and 
15 stars arranged in five rows of three each. 
It remained unchanged until 1818, when it re­ 
verted to the original 13 stripes but provided 
for each state in the Union to be represented 
by a star on the union of the flag.

But the Senate went back to 
its original $7,200 figure and cut 
out the extra money for the 
speaker so the bill must return 
to the House for final action.

THE CASE OF THE NEUROTIC DOG 
Andy's police dog must have been a schizoid because at the 
crack of each dawn he acted more like a rooster than a dog. 
He'd rear up on his legs and begin howling and barking at the 
rising sun. 
In desperation, Andy's bleary-eyed neighbors finally wobbled 
off to court where they demanded that Andy be ordered to stop 
his dog from barking every morning and waking them up. 
“ Being awaked at 4 or 5 o'clock in the morning,” they com ­ 
plained to a judge, “ is making us a nervous wreck. All day we 
hear a ringing in the ear and have a pounding in the head.” 
“ If the barking bothers them,” answered Andy, “ then they 
should use earplugs. 
After all, it's not Illegal for a rooster 
to crow in the morning and, In our tough neighborhood, it's
